Gregory qualified this state- 
ment, however, to the effect 
that in the event of an emer- 
gency he would certainly re- 
serve the right to reconsider 
his firm stand in holding the 
line on the tax problem.

Constifution Party Seeking 
50,000 Registered Voters 


Twenty citizens attended a} 
meeting of the Constitution 
party in the home of Ross 
Caldwell, 2502 Electric Ave., 
Saturday. night when Francis 
W. Taft, assistant state chair- 
man, discussed various parts 
of the new national party plat- 
form. 

In connection with the plat- 
form’s stand on taxation and 
spending, it will be required to 
call for suitable legislation to 
compel an annual balanced 
budget and outright repeal of 
the 16th amendment, which 
includes the income tax law. 

Section seven of the platform 
drew a lot of comment, Mr. 
Caldwell reported. He said it 
calls for withdrawal of the 
United States from the United 
Nations. Mr. Taft read an ex- 
change of télegrams between 
President Eisenhower and 
Bunker Hill Castle, Texas state 
chairman of the Constitution 
Party ‘who charged the presi- 
dent with violating Art. 4. Sec. 
4 of the Constitution when ‘he 
sent troops to Little Rock, 
Ark. The president’s telegram 
replied that Art. 2. Sec. 6, of 
the charter of the United Na- 
tions supersedes the constitu- 
tion of the United States to 
give him authority. 

It was brought out that to 
appear on the ballot in Cali- 
fornia, the Constitution Party 
must enroll 50,000 registered 
voters: by Jan 1, Mr. Caldwell 
pointed out that it is a nation- 
al party. with offices in Wash-

‘I’ve heard it does a lot of 
good. but tell me,” she glanced 
up at the clerk, ‘‘does it really 


work. Do they really quit 
boozing. Is it really a suc- 
cess.”’ 


“‘Ma’m,”’ the clerk was po- 
lite, ‘‘there are 2,000 members 
of A. A. in town. The city of

mentioned she was on the pro- 
gram for the sole purpose of 
introducing a stuffy old judge 
and wondered why the so-and- 
so hadn’t showed up with the 
rest of the panel. 

Judge Morrison informed her 
that he was the stuffy old so- 
and-so she was to introduce 
and laughed when her face 
flowed like a pink light bulb. 
She told it on herself and it 
set the stage for a talk by 
Judge Morrison which was a 
lesson in humility and pioneer- 
ing. 

He is the first member of 
the judiciary in southern Cali- 
fornia to turn to Alcoholics 
Anonymous for help with al- 
coholics appearing in his court. 

He told of being named to 
the Superior Court and assign- 
ment to the court division 
handling psycopathic ward ca- 
ses. Here he officiated weekly 
amid this suffering and de- 
solate humanity. 

This was back in 1941 when 
A.A. had but a three year start 
in the metropolitan area and 
none at all in the Orange 
county district. Two members 
journeyed from Los Angeles 
to give him a briefing on the 
A.A. way of life, and the 
judge felt it was good. 

In his talk he told of in- 
teresting and varied experien- 
ces that came before him and 
of a myriad of successes and 
failures. He told of the con- 
cern and consternation he felt 
as a new judge when first fac-

UNFORGETTABLE 
FRIENDS: 


You have noted that when a 
manor a woman passes on, we 
like to recall the traits that 
made them great. There be- 
longs to each one of us some- 
thing that makes us unfer- 
gettable, or maybe more than 
one thing. Some such things 
are quirks, habits that attract 
or repulse, kindly deeds or acts 
of unconcern. But when one is 
gone we do not remember 
weakness or failure, but fixed 
purposes and strength.

As he described suc- 
cessful recoveries and his own 
gratified reaction, I could see 
A.A. members exchange know- 
ing glances. 

After his talk I overheard a 
group discussing the meeting. 

“I sort of feel sorry for the 
judge,” one member, remark- 
ed. ‘‘He sure would Ie to be 
a member of A.A.”

A few 
mornings ago I reached over 
to the top shelf and picked 
out a book by the late Dr. 
George Santayana of Harvard. 
I was interested once again in 
the fact that he did not speak 
much of his clearness of 
thought or the strength of his 
mind, but spoke much of the 
people who had made his life 
worth while and of the places 
that gave delight. It is not 
strange that the book is called 
“Persons and Places’’. 

“One of the reviewers of this 
book that attracted me said, 


“Fixity of tradition, customs, | 


of languages perhaps are a 
prerequisite to complete har- 
mony in life and mind’. He 
said also that ‘‘these are the 
things tht drive the common 
man or philosopher into the 
arms of cold reason, but it 
confuses the poet and the 
saint.”’ 

I turned again that morning 
to Santayana’s chapter on First 
Friends. He wrote of the rare 
traits found in them and of 
the things that caused them 
to stand out from the crowd. 
These traits were not of wealth 
or of birth, but of high chara- 
cter and of kindly deeds. They 
were also of humility and of 
renunciation—the things that 
made men great. Of one such 
college friend he wrote,’’ ‘“We 
there established an active 
exchange of moral and _ intel- 
lectual ideas’. 

Such things as mentioned 
here make friends unforget- 
table. It does not matter how 
long one may live, for even 
in Old Age life is all too short. 
We cannot be too much inter- 
ested in our friends, for they 
build us up and round out 
lives in a splendid way, if in 
them we see service, worth 
and power. These are the

Hasn't Met Challenge Says 
Dr. Medlam In Addréss Here
